Konnic Kelso reduced, was established by .Miss ('raw- 
ford in llMtT. Last year the race was won in ti(e 
and one-tifth se<*onds slower time l»y Kedoiiin. a horsi* 
of pKsI class, with ninety-ei;;ht poumls up. In com- 
parison Ibmnie Kelso’s sliowim: lKM*omes I'onspimi- 
ousl.v brilliant, lie is tlic <»nly horse j<K*ke.v I’ptou 
s<‘i‘ms able rid<* to n«Tfecth>n. everyone of tins 
nesrlecteti lijthtwei^iht rider’s winnimr efforts on tin* 
horse beiiiK marked by patience, skill and visor. 

In t«Klay*s race. Konnic Kidso suffered ci»stly intcr- 
fenmcc at the start and was last to ;rt*l into l»is 
stri<le. Biding liis time until the strai;rhtaway was 
reached, rpton stmt his mount into .st»cond place, 
then rest»rve<l him witliin striking distance t>f tin* 
t1yin;t pactmiaker until slraijfiittmcd out for the tiiia) 
tlasli through the strett lj to tie* wire. Tlieii Koniiie 
Kelso dasluMl intt> a (‘(>mmaiidin;r b‘ad. which was 
niHintatiied to the tinisli. Kehlinl th<> winm>r tinished 
Keauctuip. The INmm*. Pins and Needles and Super- 
stition in the order named ami driven <»ut to tin* lust 
taince. 

Tile field for the s<*condary feature of the card, 
at a mile ami an eiyrhth. dwiiidltMl to two starters — 
Kimr's Danirhter and (Jlitliiitf Belle. McKtovell’s 
mare, uuott‘tI at prohihitivi‘ talds of 1 to t, ;jal- 
b»ped away fnmi her srdifary opiM;ncnt at the will 
of her rMcr ami covered tiie distance without beimr 
extended, in 1:51. wiiiclv equaled tlie track re<*ord 
K. Martin, the dlmiimtivo wcsteni apprentice, shows 
to advantage on a frw* .runner like Kinir’s Haimhier. 
His seat is su<*ii as to offer little resistance t«» the 
wiml. and he is so small tliat in a bitr twdd of hor-e.s 
it is not easy to distimriiisli liis <*olors. J^irh^eqiieiitlv 
Hie yoiintrster displaye<i remarkahle tinishin;: powcis 
on Fulfill, whicli he nnle to victory in the last race. 
fi»r two- 3 ’<mr-<dds. Kecaiise of his preseme in ihe 
saddle in such a hi;; fudd the hcttiii;; rmhlic shunned 
Stn*ctt’s lilly. and tiien* were exclamations of cha- 
grin wlicn the spectators saw rullill Hash out of ti ‘‘ 
ruck in the streteh as if her opposition was stamiin::

lem .Maid, an extreme outsider, in tlie second rme. 
Tbe dian;;e of jockeys frtmi HiUjcrt made a vast 
difference in the runiiiii;; of Hr. Uoljrbcr;;. which 
probably was unlucky to have b»st. Hiu;aii di«l md 
take Harlem Maid seriously cnomrii to ;;o after her 
in the early sta;rcs. Had he done so, tin* favorite 
probably would iiave prevailed.

Then it was reduced to six and a half furlon;;s ami has Im'ch kept 
at that distance. This year it is only an overnl.i;ht closin;; purse, but its name is pres^Tved ami. in the 
lon.t; run, it will probably Ik» restorml io its oM-tiiiie di;;uity of a closed stake race. Probably the lK‘st 
ht‘rs«‘ that ever won tlic Golden Hod was Domino’s i;reat rival, Henry of Navarre, a very hi;;li-cluss horse 
in all ns|H*cts. Its tirst winner. Lew M’eir. was inucli better known to (’liiea;;oans than to New Yorkers 
lH*<ause. as the propt*rty of Hdward Corri;;aii. lie wtm many s<hh 1 races over Chicap* tracks and was raced 
but little at New York. Some other ;;ofHl horses that won the Golden Hod were llavcM*. One I Love. Ty 
pIn»oii II..

.Tames R. Kci-ne is tbe leading turfman of tin- 
world as a matter of ri-eord. He attaiiu-d that posi- 
tion of pre-eminence tlirongh the remarkalde siii-ed 
and stamina of liorses lired at his own Castleton 
Stud. .so. in respeet to qiialit.v at any rate, it 
would not lie going far amiss to sa.v tliat he is also 
the leading brei-iler of Diorotiglihreds of Die world. 
The present generation of admirers of racing arc 
familiar with tlie performances of Sysonb.v. Colin. 
Commando. Peter I’an. Ballot, Maski-tte, SulTri'i- 
gettc. Delhi. Wild 7Iint, SniM-rnian, Melisande. Hel- 
met, Court Dress and tip- nian.v other hrilliant racer., 
that iiave est.-ililislied his present proud iMisition and 
the fame of Cas-tletoii in the turf world, lint tliev 
are not so familiar with some otlier phases of his 
career in the way of an owner. In a wa.v. he has 
iK-en assiM-lated witli Die turf at home and abroad 
for tlDrt.v .rears, imt there have tii-en periods in 
wliieh ill- has lu-en i-oinparatively inaetive in racing. 

Mr. Keene’s first year of promiiienee in racing was 
in 1879. Previou.sly he li.-id been known as a daring 
and sneeessfiil speculator in mines, stocks and grain. 
Ills advent on the turf wiis attended with a displav 
of the sagacious nndersfandinc of Its renuin-ments 
that he had shown in otlier fields of activity. He 
had acxpiired pos.session of a niagniflceiit three-yeiir- 
old in the ehestmit eolt, Spendtlirift. by .Australian 

Aerolite, and witli him won Dint year the Belraoii.'; 
Stakes, Ixirillard Stakes. .Tersey Di-rh.v and Chamniini 
Stakes, and ran set-ond in the WiDiers Stakes. Trav- 
ers Stakes. Kenner Stakes and .leroiiie Stakes. It 
was a year of grand race horses, and at the outset 
It was Die general opinion tliat George Lorillard's 
Leamington t-olt. Harold, would prove the champion 
of Die year. He was. indeed, a fine specimen of Die 
higli-elass tlioroiiglibred. Imt StM-ndtliriff soon nroved 
himself iiu-initestalily his master. Spendthrift’s first 
raee was atti-iided with scandal tliat did not disap- 
pear for a long time afterwards. Tliis was in th-- 
77'itliers .Stakes, at Jerome Pni-k. Harold iv'as a 
hot favorite, at 2 to 7. Snendthrift was at 3 to 1. 
and IDs stablem.-ite. Dan Sparling, was at 5 to I. 
The liettiiig, and it was heavy iM-tting in those old 
days, was mainly on Harold and Spendthrift. liar 
old was left at the post in a bad start and at Du- 
finish StM-ndtbrift was pnlled up to let Dan Sparling 
win. 'The bowl was something fi-arfiil. It was 
alleged that the Keene eonneetions had qnletlv 
baeked Dan Sparling and won a huge sum. and then- 
wen- not laekiiig tliose wlio were read.v to allege that 
Harold’s hi-iiig left at the post was onl.v a part of 
a deep-laid plot to despoil Die piiblie. 

Some dnvs later SiM-iidthrift disposed of a part 
of the foolish talk that followed the Withers mis- 
ehaiu-i-s liy defeating George Lorillard’s great pair. 
Monitor and HanDil. so det-isivi-l.v in the Belmont 
Stakes tliat IDs sii|M-riorit.v beeatiie at once a matter 
not to ill- nuestioni-d. But later on in the, season 
a eolt came out of the west fnll.v aide to vanquish 
veil till- mighty Spendthrift. T3iis was J. W. Hunt 
R.-ynolds’ great Eiupiirer colt. Falsetto. His first 
iiu-t-tiiig with SiM-ndtlirift was in the Travers Stakes 
at Saratoga. .Mr. Kii-iic’s stipiMised invinoible was 
an iMlils-im favorite. Imt. witli Isaac Murphy in tlu- 
saddle. Falsetto defeated liim by two lengths in a 
i-i-iu- of iiidi-scritiable exeiteiiieiit. Later on at the 
anil- iiu-etiiig Falsetto again defi-iited Spendthrift 
witli as siguitii-ant ease in Die Kenner Stakes, at two 
niili-s. and Bierre Ijirlllard gave $'J0,0tH) for IDin 
and took him to England. Then- lie broke down 
lii-fiin- being rai-ed. imt not iM-fore being tried out 
to lie twenty-eight poiinds better than Parole. He 
was n-tiiriied to tliis eoniitry to beeoine one of its 
most suceessfnl sires. Spendtlirift also was after- 
wards so stieeessful in llie stud as to have two sons, 
Kingston and Hastings, tliat have beaded our win- 
ning sire list when in their turn sent to the stini.

in England and dwarfs the •‘iiivasion” of the pn-se-it 
time. Doll Fii'.ann and Foxliall were botli b.v King 
.Vlfiiiiso. and as the former was from flu- d.-ini of 
Harry Bassett, he was expei-ted to prove tM-st in 
raeiiig. imt it turned out the otlier wa.v. Don 
Kiilano was only falrl.v nsefni. won Du- New Nnrsi-r.v 
Slakes at the X’ewmarki-t Hongliton meeting wlieti 
a two-year-old. was third to Peregrine and Iroquois 
in Du- 3'wo Tliimsanil fluineas, tiiiiilaeed in tin- 
Di-rli.v and ran second to Foxhall in the Grand Duke 
Mieliael Stakes, and tliat was all. On the otlier 
liaiid. Foxliall was a grand race horse and hi.s feat
